The stock 
holders have ratified tile order for the 
issuanc e ol new sto< k, and $1,000.OOO 
lias been put out by the company and 
will ire -old It v as issued at par value 
ami it is understood thai every dollar 
ol it will lie taken by the present 
Bloc bladders. 
Kopke, who i6 in jail unable to fur­ 
nish bonds of $25 ooh, is a German, 
forty five years old. He lived unosten­ 
tatiously. but began dabbling in stocks 
and grain several years ago. He was 
successful for a time, but the inevit­ 
able h iss es followed. Kopke had been 
in the employ of the hank for eighteen 
years, and it is understood the inves- 
tigation into his hooks will cover the 
entire period. 
When the defaulting assistant sec­ 
retary was placed under ai rest it was 
feared that there would be a run on

as far as salting is concerned 
They 
are either salted Irregularly or not at 
all. 
When salt is uot supplied to them 
in sufficient quantities they t iv i* it in­ 
tensely and, aa hae been de rn 
rn ted 
by experiments, 
will not 
make i Id* 
gains nor grow the wool they will It 
properly salted. 
Salt la often ronald 
ered a seaaonJng for th# food or aid 
mills and not an aaaontlal. 


It la tbs only mineral whirl*, ordl 
narilv needs to be supplied to live 
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stock. 
It furnishes chlorine for the 
digestive Juicer of the stomach. It 
aids in trans|M>rting from the digestive 
tract into the blood vessels the albu­ 
minoids of the foods, it helps to regu 
late the density of the blood and gov­ 
erns to a degree the activity of the 
cells of the body. 
No sheep can do 
its best without enough salt. 
Salting every few days is sufficient 
for the needs of tile sheep, but It is 
not as good a method as keeping salt 
before the sheep all the time, for wtieu 
a rush of work comes or a visltlm 
time conies salting the sheep is oue of 
Hie tiling* neglected. 
When salt Is 
given after a |»erl(Mi of neglect the 
sheep are so eager for It that they 
take too much. and large quantities of 
water are needed to wash It out of 
the system, some of this belug drawl 
from the tissues of the body to tile 
detriment of the sheep. 
Rock salt I* preferred by some to the 
coarse stock salt. 
Many use medicate.! 
anlt, which serves a double purpose in 
supplying the sheep's need for salt and 
in preventing worms 
When It Is de 
sired to clean out a patch of bad 
weeds, as Canada thistles, tile sheep 
may tie salted on them and will keel* 
them gnawed dowu to the ground am! 
eventually kill them out. 
However,

requisite o f a good shepherd need not 
to Im* rem inded to salt 
them , 
for it 
w ill Im* done w ithout fa il. ju st as a 
hundred o th er things are done. fo r the 
good of the sheep.
